CORONER'S JURY HOLDS 
WOMAN FOR MURDER. 


Recommend'That Anna Coles Be De- 


tained for Killing Man—Self Do- 


fense to Be Her Plea. 


At tho Coroner's inquest conducted 


last evening In thu Council chamber 
by Coroner H. J. Boll of Dawaon, look- 
ing into t.ho death ot John G-abbln, 
wbo was shot by Anna. Coles, a ne- 
gross, ol' Yowiorsvilic, the jury's vor- 
rilct was: 
"That John dobbin came 


to his death ns thn result ot a bullet 
wound In his nock Inflicted from a ro- 
volver In tho hands of Anna Coles 
-on Thursday, August 20, and that An- 
na Coles be hold i'or tho action ot tho 
Grand Jury." 


Pittsbiirg Detective Is Charged 


With Fixing the Lenhart Jury. 


•WASHINGTON', ,Pa., SJept. 1.—"It 


there'are Jury fliers 5u Allegheny 
county we won't have them out here, 
and' IE- they, do come out and try their 
work we will Latins' them." In open 
court yesterday alternoon Judge J. F. 
Taylor'''thus ended a severe arraign- 
ment of W. J. Tanner; a PUtsburg de- 
tective, -whom he toed $10 and costs 
lor contempt ot court In, refusing to 
answer a subpoena to appear-as a 
witness for tho Commonwealth in the 
trial ot \V. Ix Benhart ot Brownsville. 
The court ordered the District Attor- 
ney to bring formal charges against 
Tanner for alleged jury tampering. 
The proceedings turnlshcd a sensa- 
tional climax to the trial oC ienhart 
on a ohnrge of conspiracy to detraud 
ithe Peoples Bank ot California. 


It was several hours after the dis- 


charge "ot the jury that Tiumey ajv- 
peared; In court. District Attorney C. 
I*. V. Acheson. last Thursday intimated 
In open court that h» suspected jury 
tampering. 
On Thursday. night he 


subpoenaed Tannsy, who was staying 
at tha hotel where the Jurymen were 
quartered. When Tanney was called 
to tho stand Friday morning. Ue could 
not be found and It was learned he 
had disappeared.

rant for him on a charge of contempt,

Tanney If there was with the defen- 
dant an attorney with offices in the 
Frlck , building, Pittsburg, who was 
engaged in jury flxlng with him and 
who was registered at a local hotb! 
under the name ot Fred Martin. Tan- 
uoy, on the advlco of his attornuy, re- 
fused to answer on tho ground that ha 
would Incrimlnato himself. 
The Dis- 


trict Attorney then asked him it he 
was not lu the employ ot a Pittsburg 
attorney named Fred Mercer, ulltts 
Fred Martin, but Tanney again reEus- 
ed to answer. Judge Taylor said he 
could only puulHli Tanney 
for con- 


tempt of court, but expressed regret 
that he could not impose a sentence 
for the more serious offense as Tan- 
ney had mado admission In bis testi- 
mony which culled for a further ln- 
vestigat^on.

This mountain area 
is in that scope ot territory covered 
by the Southern Appalachian .Pores- 
try Bill, twice passed by the Senate 
and twice smothered by the House. 
The forest covering IB being removed 
with a rapidity that is alarming to 
those who are anxious about the -fu- 
ture lumber supply and that la menac- 
ing to Plttsburg, at the head ot tho 
Ohio river. ;.Mr. Cannon's excuse that 
giving the National Government pow- 
er to protect these forests is a "mat- 
ter too important to be acted upon 
too hastily," would be transposed by 
an .intelligent observer on the scerin 
to a dictum that it is a "matter too 
important to be delayed." 


Supervision Needed Now, 


-When these' forests are gone, taken 


under the conditions prevailing whero 
'(mediate profit. is the only criterion, 
there will be no hope save in refores- 
tation at such an enormous expense 
ns has been entailed upon France. 
"Lumbered" under supervision of No- 
tional foresters, these mountain lamjs 
would soon recover themselves, tfs 
they have recovered the coal hearta 
of the old Bear Creek furnace. 
And 


it is of vital importance to thousands 
ot people who have never aeon the 
sawmills in the Youghiogheny valley 
that such supervision should be estab- 
lished, at once, Mr., Cannon to tho con- 
trary notwithstanding. 


From the sawmill at Friendsvllle 


the logging railroad ban been exteml- 
ed 19 miles up Bear Creek. There is 
nothing to be saved there; the end &f 
the tract has been reached and the 
narrow gauge trade is -being lifted. 
A. branch logging railroad rims up 
Little Bear Creek 13 miles from its 
confluence with Bear Creek. No bill 
can put a check upon the operations 
along that tributary beloro the' work 
Is doue. 


From tho saw 
mill 
to 
Kendall, 


three miles above the mouth ot Bear 
Greek, on 
the 
Youghiogheny river, 


the logging railroad extends 18 mUos 
up the river to the Swallow Falls, 
and is going farther. Twice a day 'on 
all these roada the fearfully and won- 
derfully made mountain climbing lo- 
comotives pull up their empty trains 
and bring them down .laden with tim- 
ber, awakening the echoes in moun- 
tain fastnesses with the awe-inspiring 
shrieks of their steam whistles, which 
appear to bo out ot all proportion to 
the size of the machinery.

When Water Is Low. 


For all oi! the years ainco the toot 


of the white man ilrst trod among tho 
bear holes on the slopes 
ot 
Beur 


Creek 
the Youghiogheny. has benn 


famed' for its steady low water vol- 
ume. 
This year has -been anexcop- 


lion. Uurmg the first half of July Its 
upper reaches were nearly dry, Tho 
water only trickled over tho ordinar- 
ily beautiful falls, und even the trout 
had difficulty .in navigating the rip- 
ples. Springs on the mountain sides 
ran low or ceased to drip, A vast con- 
tract to tho raging torrents that pour- 
ed down at flood tide in the spring. 
Boes any ono doubt the Influence of 
forest covering In tlio restraint ot 
floods or in augmenting the low water 
.volume of streams, he may have these 
doubts dissolved by 'investigating the 
history ot the Yough where It mcan- 
'lers through the mountains. 


It is jiot a long journey to "where 


the Youghiogheny river comes from," 
that corner in Maryland that snug- 
gles up close to Pennsylvania 
and. 


West Virginia, a little more than 1001 
miles, all told. 
But oven in the re- j 


cent years- it has sufficed for transi- 
tion from tho busiest scenes of mod- 
ern Industry to solitude, where the 
wildest creatures roamed almost un- 
afraid; from the roar ot mills to the 
singing hush of the wind caressing 
the pine boughs. Even in this era of 
the saw mills there is a wonciortui 
change tn a half a day's travel, for 
the steepest - declivities have defied 
the man with the ax. • And now that 
the timber man is nearly done; the 
coal man is'getting ready to be busy 
and in a few years fill Uke valley with 
a foreign population; the denizens will 
lock their doors at night or go hungry 
In the morning. 


• For a few years paradise will re- 
man for the trout fisherman and the 
seeker for 'beauty unadorned. 
And 


then, perhaps, the deluge. In a decade 
the Pittsburger must travel more than 
a day to get back to nature in her 
pristine forms, unless, indeed, the peo- 
ple arouse themselves to thin great- 
est noed of conserving their naturtil 
resources and overrule tho Cannonl- 
CR! clique at Washington. There are 
yet a few forests that can b* preserved 
and restored: that wilf supply timber 
for conservative, scientific lumbering 
for all the years to come. But if any 
near the Youghiouheny are to be sav- 
ed the- saving must be done at once.
